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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This communication is an Examiner's reasons for allowance in response to application 
filed on 2/7/02, assigned serial 10/067288 and title "Brake Device For Vehicle". 

2. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

After carefully reviewing the application in light of the amended claims and the 
additional search of all the possible areas relevant to the present application, a set of related prior 
art references has been found, but those prior art references are not deemed strong to make the 
application unpatentable. Thus, it is found that the application is now in condition for allowance. 

Although the references found disclose several claimed limitations, none of the 
references discloses a brake device comprising: a sensor device to detect operating values of an 
actuator and to provide operating values to drive controller, sensor device being disposed at the 
unspring-mass wheel side of a vehicle, wherein drive controller is located at the unspring-mass 
wheel side of a vehicle and makes communication with vehicle motion controller provided on a 
spring-mass vehicle body side of vehicle by bi-directional multiplex communication (claims 
10-11), wherein communication between drive controller and vehicle motion controller is made 
by radio communication (claim 5); also, wherein in a portion connecting the spring-mass vehicle 
body side and the unspring-mass wheel side, a signal line connecting drive controller and vehicle 
motion controller and a power line for supplying an electric power to drive controller are 
constructed by one cable covered with a same sheath (claim 2). None of the references found, 
means for reducing the number of bending cables required to provide electrical communication 
between the actuator, the sensors, the drive controller and the vehicle motion controller, means 
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comprising locating sensor device and drive controller on unspring-mass wheel side of the 
vehicle (claim 12). 

Claims 2-8, and 10-12, are allowable over the prior art of record.
